How to Give Baby His; Daily Bath

GIVING baby his bath Is one "of the 


most important things in his daily 


routine, and one which most young 
mothers dread until they become accus- 
tomed to its details. 
It may be ac- 


complished with ease, and with real en- 
joyment on the part of both mother 
and baby, if the following advice i* ob 
served: 


Before the trained nurse goes, or the 


mother leaves the hospital, the mother 
should -watch the nurse bathe the baby 
and then give the bath herself under 
the nurse's supervision. In a very short 
time the mother will learn to giv« the 
bath easily and quickly. It should not 
take more than twenty minutes. 


The best time for the bath is in the 


morning, about one-half hour before 
nursing or bottle-feeding. If the morn- 
ing hours are busy ones for the mother, 
I would suggest a spongt bath at this 
time, and a tub bath just before the 
evening meal Then feed the baby and 
put him in his crib for the night. A 
bath should nevtr be given just after 
a meal 


For the first few day* of a baby's 


life, a sponge bath on the nurse's lap 
is best, but the full tub4>ath every day 
may be given as soon as baby's condi- 
tion warrants it—unless, of course, there 
is some special reason why it should be 
abandoned. 


In preparing the baby's bath there are 


several things that should not be over- 
looked: The temperature of the room 
should be 70 degrees for a very young 
baby, and, until the child i* six months 
old, not h»ss than 68 degrees. There 
*hould be a thermometer in the room, 
bung at the level of the Wb.

and windows should be closed, as little 
babies are very susceptible to cold and 
drafts.

The bathtub should be filled with 


water at a temperature of about 100 
degrees, before the mother sits down 
to begin the bath. It will then cool to 
about the right temperature by the time 
she is ready to give the baby his dip- 
In case the temperature might get be- 
low 93 degrees in cold weather, it would 
be well to have a pitcher of hot water 
at hand to bring it up, before putting 
baby in the tub; but be sure to always 
take the temperature by die bath-ther- 
mometer, not by the hand. The mother 
may give the first part of the bath with 
baby on her lap or on a table, if she 
prefers. If on her lap, she should wear 
a large flannel, or cotton-flannel, apron, 
aada towel tucked into, or fastened, 
toissr belt. If on a table, a pad should 
cover the table, and, within easy reach, 
a square of old flannel, or a blanket, in 
which to wrap the baby. 


Undress the baby Quickly and 


fully, slipping off the night clothes by 
rolling them up well under the neck and 
slipping them forward over the head. 
Ia this way, the arms will -slip out with- 
out bending. The diaper should be. left 
under the thighi, but not fastened. Tbe 
bath apron is then brought up over th* 
body, one corner being rucked under 
baby'* shoulder so that the mother's 
land win go under the apron, or blan- 
ket, and prevent undu* exposun.
